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NEW  DECIMAL  COINAGE  DESIGN. 

On  the  morning  that  this  Bulletin  went  to  press  your  Editor  was  invited  to  the 
Royal  Mint  to  examine  the  new  decimal  coins  and  to  hear  the  Deputy  Master  discuss 
the  designs  of  the  new  currency.  Also  at  the  press  briefing  were  Dr.  C.  V.  H.  Suther¬ 
land  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford,  a  member  of  the  Royal  Mint  Advisory 
Committee,  and  Mr.  Christopher  Ironside,  who  designed  the  reverses  of  the  new 
coinage. 

It  is  understood  that  the  new  decimal  10  pence  and  5  pence  will  be  issued  later 
this  year,  circulating  concurrently  with  their  equivalents,  the  present  florin  and 
shilling.  The  design  of  the  50  pence  piece  has  not  yet  been  announced.  It  is  planned 
to  have  the  10  pence  and  5  pence  in  circulation  later  this  year,  and  sets  of  coins 
available  in  quantity  from  the  Banks.  We  shall  not  at  this  stage  accept  orders  for  sets. 

The  new  10  pence  and  5  pence  will  be  struck  in  cupro-nickel ;  the  former  has  a 
lion  passant  guardant,  part  of  the  crest  of  England,  and  the  latter  a  crowned  thistle, 
the  badge  of  Scotland.  The  new  2  pence,  penny  and  halfpenny  will  be  struck  in 
bronze;  the  twopence  having  the  Prince  of  Wales  plumes,  the  penny  the  crowned 
portcullis  of  Westminster,  and  the  halfpenny  the  royal  crown.  Ulster  goes  unrepre¬ 
sented. 

Your  Editor  was  glad  to  see  that  the  commission  for  all  the  reverse  designs  had 
gone  to  one  artist.  His  first  reaction  was  that  the  treatment  of  the  reverses  of  the 
three  larger  denominations  is  not  sufficiently  contemporary  and  that  the  inscription 
behind  the  Queen’s  head  is  rather  crowded;  however,  the  designs  are  certainly 
beautifully  executed. 

We  wTould  be  glad  to  have  the  views  of  our  readers  and  to  publish  a  selection  of 
them.  Please  mark  the  envelope  “decimal  designs”. 
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A  PORTRAIT  HEAD  OF  THE  EMPEROR  BALBINUS.

Numismatics  and  archeology  complement  each  other  in  many  ways  .  .  .  this 
phenomenon  was  clearly  demonstrated  recently  in  the  case  of  Balbinus  (the  Roman 
emperor  who  ruled  briefly  in  238  a.d.)  portrait  coins  and  statues. 

In  recent  years  a  number  of  Balbinus  marble  heads  have  been  positively  identified 
through  comparisons  made  with  his  portrait  coins.  This  point  was  graphically  made 
by  Prof.  Hans  Jucker  of  Berne  University,  Switzerland,  in  an  article  entitled  “A 
Portrait  Head  of  the  Emperor  Balbinus”  published  in  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art 
Bulletin  for  January  1967. 

At  the  outset  we  should  emphasize  that  identifying  Roman  portrait  heads  in  stone 
is  often  difficult  because  these  are  in  most  cases  not  inscribed  in  any  way,  while  the 
great  majority  of  coins  are  clearly  inscribed  with  the  emperor’s  name  and  titles. 

Professor  Jucker  writes  of  the  discovery  of  the  Balbinus  sarcophagus  during 
excavations  in  1927-28  above  the  entrance  to  the  Praetextatus  Catacomb  on  the 
Via  Appia  near  Rome.  The  numerous  marble  figures  in  the  sarcophagus  lay  in  frag¬ 
ments  with  a  full-scale  restoration  project  being  commenced  in  1929.  Work  was 
delayed  by  the  war,  but  finally  in  the  1960’s  the  project  was  nearly  completed  with 
the  exception  of  finding  the  head  to  the  emperor’s  body.  By  this  time  Hans  Jucker 
was  working  on  the  project.  He  knew  that  the  Cleveland  Art  Museum  had  a  Balbinus 
head  and  he  asked  that  a  cast  be  made  and  sent  to  him  at  Berne.  The  exact  replica  of 
the  Balbinus  head  eventually  arrived  and  by  October  1,  1965,  Prof.  Jucker  was  able 
to  place  it  on  the  Balbinus  body.  The  fit  was  perfect! 

Now,  the  major  figures  in  the  sarcophagus  were  complete  .  .  .  they  include  the 
figure  of  Victory  flying  from  the  left;  Balbinus’  wife  who  appears  here  as  Venus; 
Mars  and  Virtue  flank  the  couple  and  to  the  left  is  Abundance  with  the  blessings 
which  grew  out  of  the  marriage  and  the  work  of  the  emperor-general.  The  sarco¬ 
phagus  can  now  be  viewed  at  the  Vatican  Museum. 

Professor  Jucker  also  compares  the  Balbinus  head  at  the  Cleveland  Museum 
with  the  one  exhibited  at  the  Piraeus  Museum  in  Greece.  In  a  note  attached  to 
Jucker’s  article,  John  D.  Cooney,  Curator  of  Egyptian  and  Classical  Art  at  the 
Cleveland  Museum,  writes:  “It  is  curious  that  the  Balbinus  sarcophagus  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  1927-28,  while  the  Cleveland  head  appeared  on  the  Roman  art  market  in 
1925  and  was  acquired  by  the  Museum  in  the  same  year.  Was  the  head  a  clandestine 
or  chance  find  from  the  same  site  where  the  sarcophagus  was  later  to  be  discovered  ? 
Another  possibility  is  that  it  had  been  above  ground  for  centuries,  perhaps  even 
having  been  found  at  a  site  quite  different  from  the  one  where  the  sarcophagus  came 
to  light.  No  history  came  with  the  head  .  .  .  The  head  could  easily  have  been  cast 
aside  when  the  burial  was  violated  and  finally  been  covered  up  in  a  distant  field. 
Similar  instances  are  known”. 

Professor  Jucker  maintains  that  all  Balbinus  marble  heads  have  been  positively 
identified  through  comparison  with  his  portrait  coins.  In  fact,  in  his  Cleveland  Art 
Museum  “Bulletin”  article,  he  sets  a  photo  of  the  Piraeus  head  alongside  a  photo  of 
a  Balbinus  silver  antoninianus  from  his  own  collection.  On  the  next  page  is  a  photo 
of  the  Balbinus  head  in  the  Cleveland  Museum  collection.  These  photos  leave  no 
doubt  that  they’re  all  of  one  man  .  .  .  Balbinus. 

Balbinus  wTas  in  power  during  a  most  troubled  time  in  Roman  history.  During 
the  course  of  the  year  238,  no  less  than  six  men  served  as  emperor!  .  .  .  including 
Balbinus,  who  ruled  jointly  with  Pupienus  Maximus  for  some  ninety-nine  days, 
probably  from  about  April  22nd  to  July  29th. 
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Early  in  238  there  was  a  rebellion  in  Africa,  led  by  Gordian  I  and  his  son  Gordian 
II,  against  the  tyrannical  rule  of  the  emperor  Maximinus  I,  who  had  reigned  since 
March  235.  This  revolt  was  put  down  by  Capellianus,  governor  of  Numidia:  but 
the  Roman  Senate  who  had  supported  the  Gordiani  and  outlawed  Maximinus  now 
chose  two  successors  from  their  own  ranks,  namely  Balbinus  and  Pupienus.  This 
occurred  on  April  22nd,  238,  if  our  best  historical  records  are  accurate. 

Decius  Caelius  Balbinus,  of  tall  and  impressive  appearance,  came  of  noble  stock, 
was  rich,  and  loved  the  luxuries  of  life.  Professor  Jucker  has  written  on  Balbinus: 

Eneigy  and  determination  were  not  his  strong  points,  but  in  the  numerous  offices 
which  he  held  in  the  state  and  various  provinces  he  displayed  uprightness  and  good 
sense,  not  common  qualities  at  that  time:  in  addition,  he  had  had  philosophical  and 
oratorical  tiaining  and  dabbled  in  poetry,  as  was  suitable  for  a  cultivated  man  of  his 
standing”. 

Jucker  concludes  that  it  was  natural  for  the  Senate  to  appoint  him  in  the  year 
238,  when  he  was  sixty  years  old  to  the  Commission  of  Twenty,  which  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  African  revolt  was  assigned  the  protection  of  Italy  against  Maximinus,  the 
deposed  emperor,  who  had  been  declared  an  enemy  of  the  state  by  the  Senate.  And 
after  the  suicide  of  the  aged  Gordian  I  and  the  death  of  Gordian  II,  it  was  almost  a 
ioregone  conclusion  that  the  Senate  would  appoint  Balbinus  co-emperor  along  with 
Marcus  Clodius  Pupienus  Maximus  ...  an  energetic  general  of  humbler  origin. 

The  two  emperors  now  divided  the  administration  according  to  their  capabilities, 
Balbinus  taking  over  the  civil  rule  of  Rome,  while  Pupienus  re-organized  the  military 
establishment.  I  he  chief  mission  of  the  joint  emperors  was  essentially  to  oppose 
Maximinus,  who  was  now  threatening  Rome,  At  the  time  of  the  inaugural,  Maximinus 
was  returning  to  Rome  from  Sirmium,  an  ancient  city  in  what  is  now  part  of  Yugo¬ 
slavia.  Maximinus,  incidentally,  was  the  first  barbarian  to  become  Roman  emperor 
and  the  first  common  soldier  to  rise  from  the  ranks  to  that  exalted  post.  He  was  noted 
for  his  great  size  and  physical  strength. 

While  Pupienus  was  in  Ravenna,  he  received  news  that  Maximinus  together 
with  his  son  had  been  slain  by  his  own  guard  at  Aquileia.  It  fell  to  the  lot  of  the 
emperor  remaining  in  Rome  to  make  the  victory  offerings.  The  Senate  voted  extra¬ 
vagant  honours  to  Pupienus,  who  soon  entered  Rome  in  the  company  of  the  Illyrian 
guard  of  his  murdered  rival.  Although  the  co-regents  never  tired  of  displaying  their 
affection,  trust  and  accord  through  their  insignia  of  clasped  hands,  there  soon  arose 
between  them  disputes  and  rivalries.  This  clasped  hands  symbol  appeared  on  the 
reverse  of  several  varieties  of  Balbinus’  antoniniani.  In  this  writer’s  opinion,  this  is 
one  of  the  most  unusual  and  historically  interesting  coins  ever  struck. 

Encouraged  by  this  discord,  the  Praetorians,  who  from  the  first  had  resented  the 
new  Senate  guard,  seized  a  favourable  opportunity  and  swarmed  into  the  palace  of 
Pupienus.  In  vain  the  latter  implored  his  colleague  to  summon  to  his  aid  the  German 
bodyguard,  and  not  only  Pupienus  but  Balbinus  too  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enraged 
soldiers.  Thus,  through  ghastly  manhandling  they  lost  their  lives  in  the  streets  of 
Rome.  It  was  said  of  Balbinus  that  he  had  faced  death  with  the  dignity  of  a  philo¬ 
sopher. 

The  thirteen-year-old  Caesar,  Gordian  III  Pius,  grandson  of  Gordian  I  Africanus, 
alone  survived  and  was  appointed  emperor.  Thus,  Gordian  III  became  the  Empire’s 
sixth  emperor  to  rule  in  238.  The  government  meanwhile  appears  to  have  remained 
in  the  control  of  the  Commission  of  Twenty.  The  members  took  pains  that  the  joint 
emperors  who  had  been  so  brutally  murdered  at  least  would  receive  honourable 
burial.  Gordian  III  himself  was  to  be  assassinated  six  years  later,  in  244.  More 
specifically,  Gordian  III  was  murdered  as  a  result  of  the  evil  manipulations  of 
Philippus,  an  officer  of  the  Praetorian  Guard. 
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We  should  also  note  that  all  six  emperors  who  ruled  in  238  were  portrayed  on 
coins,  even  Gordian  I  who  was  in  power  for  just  36  days.  Emperors  made  it  a  point 
to  have  their  portrait  coins  struck  immediately  upon  their  ascendancy.  It  also  appears 
that  many  of  them  were  even  prepared  ahead  of  time  to  have  the  mints  produce 
their  portrait  pieces.  We  might  also  note  that  Tranquillma,  wife  of  Gordian  III, 
appears  on  a  very  handsome  portrait  coin. 

The  story  of  Balbinus  and  his  troubled  times  has  fascinated  historians  and 
numismatists  for  many  years.  Professor  Hans  Jucker  and  the  Cleveland  Museum  of 
Art  have  succeeded  in  adding  a  most  interesting  footnote  to  that  story. 

BARROWS  AS  REPOSITORIES 
FOR  COIN-HOARDS  AND  OTHER  TREASURE. 

A  Study  in  Fact  and  Tradition. 

A  summary  of  a  paper  read  to  the  Bath  and  Bristol  Numismatic  Society 
by  Mr.  L.  V.  Grinsell ,  Curator  of  Archaeology ,  Bristol  City  Museum.1 

The  advantages  of  barrows  as  repositories  for  treasure  are  (i)  the  concealer  knows 
where  to  recover  his  treasure  from;  and  (ii)  in  certain  circumstances  it  might  be 
considered  that  the  treasure  was  under  the  protection  of  the  spirits  of  the  dead,  or 
of  a  dragon,  as  in  Beowulf. 

The  lecturer  reviewed  critically  the  occasional  instances  of  hoards  of  axe-heads 
of  stone  or  bronze  found  in  prehistoric  barrows:  these  are  most  likely  votive,  but 
there  is  insufficient  evidence  to  guess  whether  these  hoards  were  a  pre-currency 
standard  of  value.  Occasional  instances  of  Iron  Age  currency  bars  and  coins  from 
prehistoric  barrows  are  lacking  in  proof  of  authenticity.  There  are,  however,  a  few  well  - 
authenticated  instances  of  the  finding  of  hoards  of  Roman  coins,  usually  deposited  in 
pots,  in  prehistoric  barrows,  although  a  few  of  the  instances  claimed  were  either 
probably  not  strictly  hoards,  or  were  not  from  burial-mounds.  When  we  come  to  the 
Saxon  and  Viking  periods,  we  find  that  hoards  of  Saxon  and  Viking  coins  have  been 
found  in  several  prehistoric  barrows  in  Scandinavia,  where  the  Vikings  were  faced 
with  the  problem  of  where  to  deposit  various  portions  of  the  Danegeld.  A  few  pre- 
Norman  coin-hoards  have  also  been  found  in  prehistoric  barrows  in  Ireland.  The 
lecturer  has  found  no  evidence  of  the  use  of  prehistoric  barrows  for  concealing  coin¬ 
hoards  of  the  Norman  and  later  periods. 

Parallel  with  the  rather  scanty  coin-hoard  evidence  is  the  interplay  of  fact  and 
tradition  concerning  the  deposit  of  other  forms  of  treasure  in  prehistoric  and  later 
barrows.  Some  of  these  traditions  were  probably  sparked  off  by  the  finding  of  Bronze 
Age  gold  objects  in  barrows  (as  in  Wiltshire  and  Dorset).  The  finding  of  a  small 
amount  of  gold  would  quickly  result  in  the  formation  of  traditions  of  vast  hoards 
concealed  in  them.  The  great  chambered  barrows  of  the  Boyne  Valley  in  Ireland, 
and  Maes  Howe  in  Orkney,  were  plundered  by  the  Vikings,  and  they  left  Runic 
inscriptions  in  Maes  Howe  stating  that  they  had  removed  much  treasure,  and  also  a 
drawing  of  the  dragon  by  whom  the  treasure  was  supposed  to  have  been  guarded. 

The  extent  to  which  we  are  also  concerned  with  treasure  deposited  in  Saxon  and 
Viking  barrows,  especially  ship-graves,  is  shown  by  the  Sutton  Hoo  barrow’  and  the 
finds  made  in  it  in  1939.  But  the  account  of  the  treasure  in  the  barrow,  guarded  by 
the  dragon,  in  Beowulf,  shows  that  some  of  it,  at  least,  was  supposed  to  be  of  earlier 
date. 

The  immense  influence  of  the  Beowulf  tradition  of  the  treasure  in  the  barrow 
guarded  by  a  dragon  is  shown  in  various  local  names  of  the  Dragon-hoard  type,  often 
associated  with  barrows  but  sometimes  with  pits.  Many  of  these  names  have  been 
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£?,  ectec^  by  the  English  Place  Name  Society  and  appear  in  their  various  volumes. 

*  ere  are  also  numerous  local  names  of  the  Gold-hoard  and  Hoard  type,  and  Money 
type  often  connected  with  prehistoric  barrows  and  sometimes  dating  from  late  Saxon 
t^sand  mentioned  in  Saxon  land  charters.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  extent  to 
which  such  names  resulted  from  the  finding  of  treasure  in  plundered  barrows,  and 
the  extent  to  which  they  resulted  from  mere  wishful  thinking. 

,  A*  all  events  the  possibility  of  treasure  being  found  in  barrows  played  its  part  in 
tne  lormulation  of  the  Treasure  Trove  legislation  which  may  well  have  followed  the 
pattern  of  that  in  Denmark  where  it  was  probably  more  usual  for  barrows  to  contain 
enough  treasure  to  make  plundering  worth  while.  From  1237  (Cornwall  and  Isle  of 
wight)  to  about  1630  various  official  authorizations  were  issued  to  Lords  Lieutenant 
to  dig  for  treasure  in  barrows  in  Southern  England,  and  this  digging  was  sometimes 
guided  by  alchemy. 

Finally,  numerous  barrows  in  the  British  Isles  are  still  held  in  popular  folk 
tradition  to  conceal  money  or  other  forms  of  treasure.

The  signature  particulars  Collins  Of  Kipling  34  Hatton  Garden  occur  along  the  lower  half 
of  the  inner  circle  on  a  31  mm.  brass  Is  tally  (author’s  collection)  of  C(harles)  Beeching, 
rarnngdon  Market.  He  was  a  potato  salesman  there,  active  1864-92. 

Directories  and  also  (through  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Borough  Librarian  of  the  London 
Borough,  of  Camden)  rate  books  for  the  above  period  have  been  searched  without  revealing  any 
trace  of  any  Collins  &/o r  Kipling  among  the  occupants  (or  owners)  of  No.  34  Hatton  Garden, 
H.C.  j  nor  has  the  partnership  been  found  at  any  other  London  address.  News  of  any  further 
tickets  bearing  this  signature  would  be  particularly  welcome,  in  the  hope  of  producing  fresh 
ciues.  It  is  possible  that  the  above  address  was  being  used  as  simply  an  accommodation 
address. 


The  London  badge  manufacturers  and  medallists  Sir  D.  George  Collins  &  Co.,  established 
1893,  of  Newgate  Street,  E.C.,  have  been  approached  but  replied  that  they  had  never  been 
connected  with  nor  previously  heard  of  Collins  &  Kipling. 


COOKE,  John,  &  Sons  Grant — ;  BDAi 

Among  the  early  titles  in  the  extensive  Everyman  series  of  uniformly  sized  (foolscap  8vo) 
works  published  by  J.  M.  Dent  8c  Sons  Ltd.  were  a  classical  atlas  and  a  set  of  four  Literary  & 
Historical  Atlas  of .  .  .  distinguished  continent-wise,  all  including  short  notes  on  coinages.  The 
following  extract  is  taken  from  “Brief  Survey  of  the  Coinage”  by  the  numismatist  G  C 
Brooke  (author  of  the  standard  work  English  Coins )  in  the  Literary  &  Historical  Atlas  of  Africa 
&  Australasia  (c.  1914),  and  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  J.  L.  Gilbert,  of  Richmond,  Surrey,  for 
bringing  it  to  my  attention  (after  reading  my  brief  note  about  the  above  firm  in  BNJ  xxx,  1960 
p.  183):  ’ 

“Figs.  6,  7,  and  8  on  Plate  VII  form  an  interesting  group:  fig.  6  is  a  Venetian  sequin  of  the 
Doge  Alvise  Mocenigo  III  (1722-1732  a.d.),  a  coin  which  came  into  Africa  and  was  there 
imitated  in  copper;  fig.  7  shows  the  African  copper  imitation,  on  which  a  close  resemblance 
may  be  seen  in  parts  of  the  inscription  to  the  original  sequin;  this  imitation  was  so  popular 
among  the  natives  that  a  London  firm  (John  Cook  &  Sons)  made  for  exportation  to  Africa 
similar  imitations  in  brass  or  copper-gilt  (Plate  VII.  8),  on  the  obverse  of  which  the 
blundered  inscription  was  replaced  by  the  name  of  the  firm  in  dog-Latin  (Tohannes  Ille 
Coquus  Sui  Filiique)”. 

I  do  not  know  the  source  of  Dr.  Brooke’s  fascinating  information,  but  I  arrived  at  the  same 
attribution  London  for  this  firm  (surname  Cooke )  after  finding  no  trace  of  it  among  19th  century 
tradesmen  of  Birmingham. 
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John  Cooke  &  Sons  was  a  firm  of  sealing  wax  and  wafer  manufacturers,  stationers,  and 
account  book  makers,  active  in  London  at  the  following  addresses: 

1831-48  5  Cannon  Street; 

1849-65  84  Cannon  Street; 

1866-74  105  Cannon  Street; 

1875-1942  6  Oxford  Court,  Camion  Street,  H.C.4. 

Its  only  known  products  of  a  numismatic  nature  are  counters  (including  the  one  mentioned 
by  Brooke)  of  two  dissimilar  types,  as  detailed  below. 

The  author  has  a  specimen  of  the  copper  imitation  sequin  (zecchino)  which  Brooke 
illustrated  and  ascribed  to  African  manufacture;  and  secondly  a  gilt  brass  scalloped  specimen 
of  European  (Birmingham?)  manufacture  showing  the  identical  blundered  inscriptions;  and 
thirdly  (thinner  than  the  last-mentioned)  a  gilt  brass  scalloped  specimen  with  the  same  obverse 
inscription  as  the  other  two  but  for  reverse  inscription  the  following  signature  of  Cooke: 

JOANNES  .  ILLE  .  COQVVS  .  SVI  .  FILIIQVE. 

Because  of  the  grossly  blundered  other  inscriptions  (which  include  Greek  letters)  one  can 
accept  that  the  African  was  the  prototype;  thus  Cooke’s  must  be  third  in  sequence  of  copying. 
The  respective  diameters  (outer  in  the  second  and  third)  are  23,  244,  and  24£  (or  25)  mm. 
There  is  also  a  Cooke  4-sequin,  20  mm.,  of  neater  appearance  and  finer  scalloping,  but  identical 
obv.  and  rev.  types. 

The  well-known  Lauer  family  concern,  Niirnberg  makers  of  counters  in  the  18th  to 
20th  centuries,  which  from  early  19th  century  bore  the  style  Ludwig  Christian  Lauer,  produced 
in  uniform  size  13  mm.  miniature  imitations  of  various  denominations  of  the  English  coinage 
of  Queen  Victoria  (some  of  them  with  wrong  combinations  of  obv.jrev.  or  of  type/date,  and 
ending  with  Edward  VII  obverses  combined  solely  with  Victoria  reverse  types).  These  included 
a  copy  of  the  Young  Head  half  sovereign,  with  a  creditable  head  and  crowned  shield,  but 
legends: 

Obv.  L.  CHR.  LAUER’S  MARK  COUNTER 

Rev.  IMITATION  OF  A  HALF  SOVEREIGN 

(A  variant,  struck  1 3  mark  the  silver  jubilee,  has  the  date  1887  added  below  the  shield ;  this,  like 
the  Edward  VII  anomaly  just  mentioned,  is  typical  of  Lauer’s  impulsiveness  in  providing  his 
versions  of  the  commemorative  (jubilee  and  coronation)  issues  before  the  official  designs  for 
these  were  struck.)  The  expression  “mark  counter”  was  Lauer’s  own  anglicization  derived 
from  the  two  German  terms  “Spielmarke”  (gaming  token)  and  “Rechenpfennig”  (reckoning 
counter  is  our  corresponding  expression).  Cooke  issued  a  close  copy  of  this  miniature  piece  but 
omitting  the  edge-graining  and  substituting  his  own  obverse  legend: 

JOHN  COOKE  AND  SONS  MARK  COUNTER 
but  he  did  not  repeat  Lauer’s  solecism  of  later  adding  the  jubilee  date. 

It  is  difficult  to  suggest  issue  datings  for  Cooke’s  two  types  of  counter;  possibly  within 
1860-1880. 


COUSINS,  John  Grant—-,  BDM — 

John  Cousins,  engraver,  was  active  for  a  very  short  period:  at  289|  High  Holborn  1876-78 
and  at  9  Gray’s  Inn  Passage  1879-81.  From  1881  there  was  a  firm  styled  Cousins  &  Co., 
printers  and  publishers,  starting  at  3  York  Street,  Covent  Garden. 

W.  J.  Taylor  struck  a  number  of  London  public  house  checks  of  uniform  diam.  1|  in.  (the 
denominations  varied)  amongst  which  was  the  following,  in  brass : 

Obv.  “P.  Chapman  /  The  /  •  :  •  Goat  •  :  •  /  Kensington”  occupying  whole  field;  below, 
signature  “Cousins  &  Co.  9  Grays  Inn  Passage”. 

Rev.  “Three  Halfpence”  above  large  figures  “14”;  below,  signature  “W.  J.  Taylor 
Medallist  /  London”. 

The  address  of  this  public  house  was  3  Kensington  High  Street  (London,  W.),  and  P(hilip) 
Chapman  was  its  publican  in  only  a  single  year,  1880  (preceded  by  Mrs.  Marion  Venn  and 
succeeded  by  Mrs.  Hannah  Austin). 

This  excellent  dating  evidence  for  the  ticket  proves  that  the  name  signed  on  the  obv. 
should  have  readj.  Cousins.  But  the  Taylor  private  mint  struck  it,  during  W.J.’s  lifetime  (as 
the  presence  of  his  initials  indicates  and  the  date  proves).  It  is  unusual  to  find  a  second  signature 
on  products  of  his,  and  it  seems  remarkable  that  he  tolerated  the  presence  of  one  in  this 
instance.  But  in  tolerating  it,  it  was  presumably  he  who  disguised  this  rival  artist’s  identity 
under  the  impersonal  style  of  surname  &  Co.;  this  is  also  a  conventional  formula  adopted 
sometimes  by  one-man  businesses  wishing  to  sound  more  impressive,  but  unlikely  to  have 
been  opted  for  by  John  Cousins  (he  would  in  that  case  have  used  it  in  his  directory  entries). 
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GRIFFIN  companies  Grant — ;  BDM — 

This  entry  sets  out  the  earlier  business  history  of  the  names  Griffin  and  Hyams  as  an 
introduction  to  the  entries  for  the  two  individuals  so  named. 

In  1793  a  business  opened  as  John  Griffin  &  Co.,  silversmiths,  at  17  Ludgate  Street  (E.C.), 
where  the  following  year  it  became  Griffin  &  Adams ,  goldsmiths  &  jewellers,  who  stayed  there 
until  1798  and  were  then  at  76  Strand  1799-1826.  Next,  Thos.  Griffin  &  Co.  operated  1826-34 
at  142  Leadenhall  Street  as  silversmiths  and  bullion  dealers,  also  becoming  dealers  in  diamonds. 
Then  came  Griffin  &  Hyams ,  jewellers  and  dealers  in  bullion,  1834-41  at  22  Cornhill. 

The  signature  of  the  last-mentioned,  Griffin  &  Hyams,  occurs  on  one  version  of  the  large 
medals  struck  to  commemorate  the  visit  on  9th  November  1837  by  Queen  Victoria  to  the  City 
of  London. 

.  parallel,  Griffin  &  Tessier  operated  1840-43  at  32  South  Audley  Street  as  goldsmiths  and 
jewellers. 

GRIFFIN,  William  Grant;  BDM  11/315 

William  Griffin,  although  well-known  for  medalets,  operated  for  only  three  years  all  at 
different  addresses: 

1843  25  Change  Alley,  Cornhill; 

1844  27  Lombard  Street; 

1845  73  Cornhill. 

At  the  last  address  he  was  succeeded  by  William  Henderson,  silversmith.  Griffin’s  trade  lines 
shown  in  directories  were  silversmith,  jeweller,  and  medallist;  all  of  which,  as  well  as  his 
starting  address,  suggest  that  his  earlier  history  was  in  or  connected  with  the  firm  Griffin  & 
Hyams  mentioned  above.  If  so,  he  appears  to  have  been  the  last  of  the  line  of  the  Griffins 
in  this  trade. 

His  most  frequently  encountered  medalets  commemorate  the  opening  of  the  earliest  tunnel 
constructed  under  the  River  Thames,  viz.  from  Wapping  to  Rotherhithe.  This  was  a  project 
of  Sir  Marc  Isambard  Brunei,  and  comprised  twin  arched  passages,  for  pedestrians.  According 
to  Clunn  ( The  Face  of  London ,  pp.  298-9)  the  construction  was  begun  in  January  1825  but 
because  of  an  inundation  it  was  suspended  for  seven  years ;  the  tunnel  was  eventually  opened 
on  25th  March  1843,  and  was  used  by  foot  passengers  and  in  course  of  time  also  for  annual 
fairs;  it  was  sold  in  September  1865  to  the  East  London  Railway  Company  whose  line  was 
opened  for  traffic  on  10th  April  1876  and  now  (with  twin  southern  terminals  at  New  Cross  and 
New  Cross  Gate  stations  on  the  Southern  Region  lines)  forms  part  of  London’s  Underground 
railway  system. 

The  following  ( Batty  11/417)  appears,  from  two  out  of  three  clues  in  its  inscriptions,  to  be 
the  first  issued  of  Griffin’s  tunnel  medalets.  The  two  clues  are:  the  incorrect  (premature) 
date  shown  for  the  opening  of  the  tunnel  (it  is  not  necessary  to  fault  the  date  of  commencement 
shown,  as  this  may  well  have  been  rather  indefinite),  and  the  absence  of  an  advertisement 
present  on  his  other  tunnel  issues,  of  these  tunnel  medal(et)s  of  his.  The  puzzling  feature  is  the 
Griffin  address,  which  conflicts  with  this  theory  as  it  belongs  to  1844;  unless  he  occupied  it  also 
for  an  earlier  brief  spell  in  1842  (for  which  year  there  is  a  hiatus  in  directories  in  regard  to  both 
William  Griffin  and  Griffin  &  Hyams).  The  description  of  the  medalet  is: 

Obv.  “Sir  I.  xM.  Brunei”  around  his  bust  to  left,  within  a  plain  and  a  dotted  circle,  all 
between  laurel  branches.  Around:  “Wm  Griffin  27  Lombard  St  London  Publisher 
of  the  National  Society,  and  other  Medals”.  (Note  the  wrong  sequence  of  Brunei’s 
initials,  in  both  this  piece  and  the  one  described  in  the  next  paragraph.) 

Rev.  “Thames  Tunnel  Commenced  1824  Opened  1842”  and  an  interior  view  of  the 
tunnel. 

The  National  Medals  was  a  specific  series  relating  to  British  victories,  mainly  those  gained 
against  the  Napoleonic  forces;  the  medals  were  executed  by  various  British  and  foreign  artists 
and  issued,  over  a  period  of  six  years  1814-20,  by  James  Mudie.  A  description  of  the  series  was 
published  in  1820  by  the  private  mint  proprietor  Edward  Thomason,  Birmingham,  to  go  with 
cased  sets,  which  were  available  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze.  Whether  Griffin,  a  score  of  years 
after  this,  had  really  acquired  publishing  rights  for  the  series  or  was  merely  one  retailer  among 
many,  awaits  clarification. 

At  his  address  25  Change  Alley,  Griffin  issued  several  medalets,  including  one  listed  by 
Grant  commemorating  the  completion  of  Nelson’s  Column  (erected  1840-43)  and  the  following: 

(a)  A  group  of  medalets  sharing  the  following  reverse: 

“W.  Griffin  the  Original  firm  Silversmith  Jeweller  &  Medallist;  25  Change  Alley 
Cornhill  London.  The  utmost  value  given  for  light  Sovereigns  £3.  17s.  9d.  pr.  oz.” 
and  having  the  following  obverses:

Bust  of  Prince  Consort  to  right;  under  it  “W.  Griffin  London”.  Legend:  “H.R.H. 
Albert  Prince  of  Saxe  Coburg  and  Gotha”.  ( Batty  1/239,  ld-sized) 

Three  figures  (two  standing,  one  kneeling);  “Prince  of  Wales  Born  Nov.  9.  1841”. 
Trade  advertisement  stating  how  much  Griffin  was  paying  per  oz.  for  old  spoons 
etc.;  continuing:  “Queens,  Alberts,  Sam  Slicks  clocks  45/-  to  50/-  each”. 

(The  last  two  struck  in  white  metal  or  silver). 

“Sir  I.  M.  Brunei”  around  his  bust  to  left,  within  a  plain  circle.  Around  (in 
concentric  lines):  “.  Thames  Tunnel  &  other  medals,  to  be  had  of  the  publisher 
W.  Griffin  25  Change  Alley  Cornhill  London”. 

“Thames  Tunnel  opened  1843”  in  two  lines  as  an  exergue  below  an  interior 
view  of  the  tunnel.  (Batty  11/415 — brass,  /416-plated) 

In  10  lines  (curved  and  straight)  “Thames  Tunnel  and  other  medals  to  be  had 
of  the  publisher  W.  Griffin  25  Change  Alley  Cornhill  London”. 

Same  as  in  (b)  above.  (Batty  1/926  brass) 

“W.  Griffin  Silversmith  Jeweller  and  Medallist  25  Change  Alley  Cornhill 
London”  and  a  small  radiated  ornament. 

“Thames  Tunnel,  1200  ft.  18  years  building  cost  £416000  opend  Mar  25 — 
1843”.  (Brass,  Batty  1/924  and  925  which  are  die-variants  as  to  the  obv. 
radiations.) 

Although  his  legends  do  not  so  claim,  presumably  Griffin  himself  produced  these  medalets 
wholly  or  partly.  Again  he  has  used  the  designation  publisher ,  this  time  relating  it  to  inter  alia 
“Thames  Tunnel  medals” — the  question  arises  as  to  what  this  connotes,  whether  these  very 
medalets  or  else  full-sized  medals,  and  if  the  latter,  whether  some  made  by  himself  or 
(merchanting  of)  those  produced  and  signed  by  other  artists.  Moreover,  it  must  not  be  over¬ 
looked  that  even  the  term  medallist  (one  of  his  self-descriptions)  is  suspect  (see  the  Preface  to 
this  Part  III).

GRUEBER,  Henry  Grant ;  BDM  11/319 

Henry  Grueber,  diesinker  and  medallist,  is  listed  in  Grant  for  medals  up  to  1901,  starting 
with  one  of  those  struck  to  commemorate  the  silver  wedding  in  1888  of  the  Prince  and  Princess 
of  Wales.  His  first  appearance  in  London  was  in  1891,  and  the  style  and  usual  signature  from 
1892  was  H.  Grueber  &  Co.  The  London  addresses  were: 

1891  23  Holborn  Viaduct,  E.C.; 

1892  5  Newgate  Street,  E.C.; 

1893-6  37  Snowhill,  E.C.; 

1897-1905  2  Ridgmount  Street,  Bedford  Square,  W.C.; 

1906-15  77  Garnham  Street,  Stoke  Newington,  N. 

At  Ridgmount  Street,  the  firm’s  designation  was:  Medallist,  diesinker,  metal  stamper,  advertis¬ 
ing  novelty  &  aluminium  goods  manufacturers,  and  metal  label  manufacturers. 

A  sketch  of  Grueber’s  business  career  and  products  was  given  in  support  of  a  description 
of  one  of  these  (see  below)  in  a  note  by  the  present  author  published  in  the  Numismatic  Circular 
Feb.  1963,  page  25.  (The  above  career  dates  are  corrections  of  those  mentioned  in  that  note.) 
His  products  include  two  groups  detailed  below.  Some  of  his  work  is  of  very  fine  quality.  Also 
he  was  the  first,  and  perhaps  remains  the  sole,  English  diesinker  of  the  19th-20th  centuries  to 
issue  medals  with  a  hollow  (empty  or  padded)  interior  (as  already  exemplified  in  the  U.S.A.  by 
shell  cards  and  in  France  by  imitations  of  N  and  7R  coins  of  the  Third  Republic),  comprising 
a  thin  metal  surface,  and  the  interior  padded  with  (per  the  BDM)  papier  mache.  Finally,  he 
was  one  of  the  few  English  issuers  of  pre-1900  medals  made  of  aluminium. 

Group  A  Calendar  medals  dated  1895,  carrying  advertisements.  Aluminium  casing,  with 
padded  interior,  38|  mm.  diameter,  plain  edge. 

Common  rev.  Divided  into  7  segments,  with  month-name(s)  at  the  narrow  end  and 
radial  columns  of  the  days  of  the  week,  all  reading  outwards.  Months 
grouped  Jan. /Oct.,  Feb. /Mar./Nov.  (including  shared  square  24/31), 
Apr./Jul.,  singles  May,  Jun.  (with  23/30),  Aug.,  and  finally  Sep. /Dec. 
Centrally:  “1895”  within  double  circle  enclosing  signature  details: 

(a)  “H.  Grueber  &  C°.  37.  Snowhill  .  London.  /  .  Patent  .” 

or  (b)  “H.  Grueber’s  Patent  37,  Snowhill  .  London.” 

1.  Obv.  Across  field,  in  inner  circle:  “For  /  vigorous  health  /  use  /  bovril  /  the  /  most  perfect  / 
food”.  Around:  “50  times  more  nourishing  /  .  than  meat  extract.” 

Rev.  Die  variety  (a)  above. 
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2.  Obv.  Across  field,  in  inner  circle:  “Feel  seedy  ?  /  Try  /  Bovril  /  and  /  feel  fit”.  (The  word 
Bovril  in  lower  case  letters  except  initial  letter,  and  struck  incuse  in  a  stippled 
raised  label  with  fancy  ends).  Around:  “The  vital  principle  /  .  of  prime  ox  beef” 

Rev.  Die  variety  (b)  above. 

Nos.  1  and  2  are  represented  in  the  Author’s  collection;  the  specimen  of  no.  1  was  lent  to 
aovnl  Ltd.,  who  photographed  it  for  their  records  as  their  private  museum  which  would  have 
inciudeu  items  such  as  these  had  been  destroyed  by  enemy  action  during  the  Second  World 
War.  Besides  nos.  1  and  2,  Group  A  embraces  advertisements  of  several  other  English 
companies,  represented  in  the  collection  of  the  world  authority  on  British  calendar  medals. 
Dr.  George  Fuld  of  Baltimore,  U.S.A.,  whose  long  spell  of  ill-health  has  prevented  him  from 
proceeding  yet  with  publication  of,  inter  alia,  this  Grueber  group  as  a  fresh  addendum  to  his 
catalogue  of  the  calendar  series  (serialized  in  the  Numismatist  1955  ff.). 

Group  B  Bronze,  32  mm.  diam.,  straight-grained  edge. 

1.  Obv.  Four  overlapping  heads  facing  left,  viz.  (from  the  right)  Queen  Victoria  (the 

familiar  veiled  head;  beneath  which  is  the  word  “Copyright”,  and  the  future  kings 
Edward  VII,  George  V  and  Edward  VIII  (baby  head).  Above:  A  St.  Edward’s 
crown  surrounded  by  rays.  Rim  legend,  divided  by  the  crown:  “Four  generations 
of  the  /  British  Royal  Family”.  Below:  Two  sprays  (palm  and  laurel)  with  tie- 
ribbon  under  which  is  “1896”.  This  date  divides  signature  details,  in  low  relief 
occupying  lower  third  of  rim:  “10.  Sep.  95”  (space)  “H.  Grueber  /  37.  Snowhill 
London.  E.C.”. 

Rev.  Across  centre:  “Remington  Typewriter”  (in  lower  case  letters  except  the  initial 
ones;  in  two  lines,  the  second  starting  almost  at  the  centre).  Above:  Royal  arms  and 
supporters,  between  “By  Appointment  to  /  H.M.  The  Queen”  (first  line  curved, 
second  straight).  Below:  Plumes,  below  which  a  curved  inner  legend  “H.R.H.  The 
Prince  of  Wales”;  and  at  rim:  “100.  Gracechurch  St  E.C.”.  (This  address  relates 
to  the  typewriter  company). 

This  is  a  beautifully  executed  little  medal,  with  accurate  portraiture — e.g.  the  portrait  of 
George  V  appears  practically  identical  with  those  on  his  coinage,  struck  of  course  many  years 
later  than  this  medal.  The  secondary  date,  in  the  same  tiny  fount  as  Grueber’s  signature  and 
address,  presumably  indicates  the  day  when  he  finished  cutting  the  obverse  die,  a  quite  unusual 
feature  to  appear  on  a  medal.  (It  was  not,  instead,  the  day  of  birth  of  the  little  prince  depicted.) 

2.  Obv.  Identical  (including  the  date  of  die-cutting)  with  that  at  no.  1  above,  except  for  the 

last  figure  of  the  main  date,  which  has  been  skilfully  substituted  making:  “1897”. 

Rev.  Within  an  inner  circle:  A  radiated  crown  with  narrow  band  and  spreading  rounded 
arches,  above  the  central  one  of  three  jousting  shields  arranged  in  an  arc,  these 
bearing  the  arms  of  respectively  Ireland,  England,  and  Scotland.  Below  the  shields 
are  two  sprays  (with  tie-ribbon)  of  rose,  thistle,  shamrock,  and  leek.  Above  the 
crown  is:  “The  Diamond  Jubilee”.  Legend  around  rim:  “To  commemorate  the 
60th.  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign  /  .  1837-97  .  ”. 

3.  Obv.  A  crowned  veiled  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left,  the  crown  being  a  small  one 

perched  on  top  of  the  head  as  in  the  1887  coinage.  Legend:  “Victoria  /  Regina” 
flanking  the  bust;  and  below  its  baseline  the  signature  “H.  Grueber.  London”. 

Rev.  As  for  no.  2  above. 

The  item  reported  in  detail  in  the  mentioned  note  in  the  Numismatic  Circular  is  a  hollow 
brass  medal  of  diameter  38  mm.  dated  1897  and  signed  H.  Grueber ,  of  the  “Gigantic  Wheel, 
Earls  Court”.  The  oust  of  Queen  Victoria  on  its  obverse  is  of  identical  design  with  that  on  the 
smaller  medal  no.  3  of  Group  B  above,  so  that  Grueber  must  have  produced  the  latter  by  a 
reducing  process  on  a  pantograph  machine.  The  mystery  is  where  (in  London  at  any  rate)  he 
could  have  had  access  to  one  of  these  specialized  aids  to  coin  and  medal  production,  which 
would  be  unlikely  to  be  found  outside  major  minting  establishments. 

Of  the  date  1899,  Grant  lists  a  Grueber  medal  featuring  the  Royal  family  and  containing 
an  advertisement  of  (W.  S.)  Lincoln’s  stamp  albums.  (To  be  continued). 

A  BRISBANE  COMMUNION  TOKEN  COLLECTION.

St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church  in  Brisbane  is  proud  to  have  in  its  possession 
a  fine— and,  historically  speaking,  valuable— collection  of  some  800  Scottish 
Communion  Tokens  of  the  17th,  18th,  19th  and  20th  Centuries.  The  entire  collection, 
with  the  exception  of  six  tokens,  was  gifted  to  the  Church  some  years  ago  by  Mrs 
Mavis  Sinclair,  of  Brisbane,  whose  husband’s  uncle  in  Scotland  had  spent  many 
years  collecting  the  specimens. 
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No  mention  of  this  collection  has  been  made  until  now  because  it  was  considered 
wise  to  first  set  it  in  order.  The  work  of  identifying  and  classifying  the  tokens  has 
taken  over  three  years,  due  partly  to  the  dearth  of  information  available  on  the 
subject  in  Australia;  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  work  was  done  as  a  spare-time 
undertaking. 

The  Collection  comprises  approximately  340  Established  Church  tokens;  192 
belonging  to  the  Free  Church;  214  tokens  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
(including  Relief  and  Secession) ;  and  the  balance  consists  of  some  Stock  tokens  and 
one  or  more  specimens  belonging  to  the  Original  Secession,  Free  Presbyterian, 
Free  Protesting,  United  Free,  Reformed,  and  Methodist  Churches;  and  ten  tokens 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  other  countries — Canada,  England,  Ireland,  Australia, 
the  New  Hebrides,  New  Zealand,  and  the  U.S.A.  Of  the  six  tokens  not  included  in 
the  original  collection,  the  New  Hebrides  and  New  Zealand  tokens,  an  1836  Paisley 
token  and  an  undated  St.  Giles  Cathedral  token  were  given  to  St.  Andrew’s  by 
Mr.  John  R.  Lockie,  F.S.A.Scot.,  of  Paisley,  Scotland,  whose  expert  knowledgeand  ( 
willing  co-operation  were  invaluable  in  ensuring  accurate  identification  of  some  of  the 
more  difficult  specimens.  A  1787  Peterculter  token  was  given  by  the  Rev.  D.  S. 
Hopkirk,  M.A.,  B.D.,  B.Litt.,  Ph.D.;  and  the  St.  James’  Presbyterian  Church 
(Canberra)  token  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Ian  P.  MacPherson,  B.A.,  B.E.,  B.D.,  the 
present  Minister  of  this  Church. 

The  earliest  token  in  the  Collection  is  a  Brechin  1678,  struck  for  the  Rev.  George 
Halliburton,  D.D.,  when  he  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Brechin,  13th  June,  1678; 
and  the  most  recent  token  is  that  of  St.  James’  Presbyterian  Church,  Canberra, 
struck  in  1966. 

The  Collection  includes  several  tokens  which  are  unusual  in  some  respect,  rare, 
or  (in  one  instance)  unique,  but  space  here  precludes  giving  details  of  individual  tokens. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  describe  the  method  of  housing  the  Collection.  To  keep 
the  tokens  intact  and  at  the  same  time  ensure  that  they  were  clearly  visible  and  easy 
of  access,  a  variation  of  one  of  the  weliknown  coin  albums  was  used.  This  consists 
of  a  clear  heavy  plastic  sheet,  divided  into  42  squares,  each  square  having  a  sealed 
division.  As  most  tokens  have  markings  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  sides,  the 
entire  token  is  readable  without  being  removed.  Behind  each  plastic  sheet  is  a  typed 
sheet,  divided  into  identical  squares,  which  contains  on  one  side,  the  date  and  the 
parish  to  which  the  token  belongs ;  and  on  the  reverse  side,  the  name  of  the  Minister 
of  the  parish  at  the  date  the  token  was  struck,  and  the  period  of  his  ministry.  Each 
square  bears  a  reference  number.  There  are  three  volumes  of  tokens,  and  three 
corresponding  volumes  of  typewritten  notes.  For  every  token  in  the  Collection,  there  ( 
is  a  corresponding  typed  sheet  which  shows  the  Synod  and  Presbytery  to  which  the 
Parish  belongs,  together  with  the  history  of  the  Church  and  Parish,  names  of 
Ministers,  and  any  special  details  concerning  the  token.  Each  sheet  bears  a  corres¬ 
ponding  reference  number  to  that  shown  on  the  typed  square  backing  each  token. 
For  the  Established  Church,  there  is  also  a  comprehensive  map  of  Scotland  which 
has  been  divided  into  Synods  and  Presbyteries.  Though  many  of  the  earlier  tokens 
are  very  worn  and  thin,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  restore  their  appearance,  as  it 
was  felt  that  this  would  detract  from  their  historical  appeal. 

A  rewarding  outcome  of  the  work  has  been  that  only  one  token  remains  un¬ 
identified — this  is  so  worn  that  it  bears  no  markings  whatsoever,  and  as  there  are 
several  parishes  to  which  it  could  have  belonged,  any  attribution  would  have  been 
no  more  than  a  calculated  guess. 

The  Collection  is  available  for  inspection  in  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church, 
Creek  and  Ann  Streets,  Brisbane.

Whilst  the  essay  Art  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  the  Coin  Amulets  and  other  Non- 
Currency  Coinages  of  China”  has  been  in  the  process  of  publication  several  other  tVDes  of 
amulet  have  been  revealed  by  further  study  and  these  would  have  a  mention  here  since  thev 
raise  several  points  of  considerable  importance.  y 


Of  great  interest  is  the  record  of  an  amulet  which,  it  can  hardly  be  doubted,  is  a  Chinese 
Christian  medal.  This  is  listed  by  H.  N.  Stuart1  as  No.  125  of  his  catalogue.  It  is  described  in 
the  Dutch  text,  as  a  small  oval  coin  with  a  loop  at  the  top.  The  translation  of  the  Chinese 
inscription  on  the  obverse  is  rendered  thus:  “Holy  Mother  Mary,  pray  for  us  and  for  the 
children  of  the  pagan”.  This  accompanies  a  design  showing  Mary  with  Jesus  The  reverse 
shows  Joseph,  with  the  inscription:  “Holy  Joseph,  Great  Protector  of  China,  pray  for  us” 
A  note  adds  that  the  Chinese  texts  are  not  completely  clear.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  shape  of 
this  medal  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  of  No.  1899  of  the  Glover  collection  which  I  have  quoted 
m  the  essay  to  which  this  is  a  postscript.  My  surmise  that  that  specimen  was  probably  a 
Christian  medal  would  now  seem  to  admit  of  no  doubt  at  ail  and  therefore  the  opening  sentences 
of  section  2Ad  must  be  accordingly  emended.  A  valued  correspondent  has  objected  that  the 
creature  holding  the  flag  on  the  obverse  of  Glover  1899  is  not  a  dragon;  indeed  Lockhart  (i.e.) 
calls  it  “a  lion”.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  variant  of  the  dragon  known  as  a  CWiu  Lung.  This  dragon  was 
often  inscribed  on  the  tombstones  of  officials  in  order  to  bring  blessings.  Similar  variants 
appear  on  some  of  the  celadons  of  the  Yuan  dynasty. 

No  mention  was  made  in  my  article  of  the  talismanic  coins  used  in  midwifery  for  the  easy 
delivery  of  the  child.  No  doubt  jsuch  medals  could  be  obtained  at  temples  in  many  parts  of 
China  but,  according  to  an  old  “China-hand”  informant,  they  were  certainly  obtainable  at  the 
Temple  of  the  Universe  ( Tung  Yueh  Miao  1),  about  half  a  mile  outside  the  CWi  Hua  Men 
(Eastern  Gate)  of  Peking.  This  temples  is  dedicated  to  the  Spirit  of  the  Mountain,  Tai  Shan , 
in  Shantung,  (mentioned  in  my  essay),  the  festival  of  which  was  held  on  the  15th  to  the  28th 
day  of  the  third  month.  1  here  were,  however,  a  great  cluster  of  minor  shrines  at  this  temple, 
one  of  the  most  important  being  dedicated  to  the  deities  governing  childbirth  and  these  were 
patronized  on  the  1st  and  15th  day  of  each  month.  Most  favoured  of  these  medals  were  those 
bearing  the  inscription  Chou  yuan  thing  pao  2  on  the  obverse.  This  is  the  official  inscription 
on  the  coins  of  the  Posterior  Chou  dynasty  (951-960  a.d.).  On  these  it  undoubtedly  means  the 
original  territory,  occupied  by  Tan  Fu  in  the  14th  century  b.c.,  which  gave  its  name  to  the 
Chou  dynasty.  However,  the  first  two  characters  also  have  more  unusual  meanings  and  could 
be  translated  “To  assist  the  beginning  (i.e.  by  intention,  the  birth)”  and  it  is  this  secondary  mean¬ 
ing  which  has  undoubtedly  given  rise  to  the  belief  in  the  efficacy  of  these  coins  to  facilitate  an 
easy  delivery.  The  true  medals  of  this  kind  are  of  various  sizes — one  very  handsome  one  in 

my  own  collection  is  of  fine  bronze  and  61.0  mm.  in  diameter  and  of  a  thickness  of  2.5  mm. _ 

and  they  have  a  dragon  and  phoenix  on  the  reverse.  With  this  design  and  inscription,  the 
question  obviously  arises  as  to  whether  such  medals  should  be  considered  “official”  ones.  It 
maybe  that  originally  they  were  so,  but  are  undoubtedly  of  much  later  dynasties  and  perhaps 
it  would  be  best  to  consider  them  as  having  taken  on  the  functions  of  midwifery  talismans  only 
secondarily,  the  designs  being,  nevertheless,  those  of  official  medallic  pieces.  Those  that  exist 
today,  at  least  in  the  West,  should  therefore  be  classified  under  section  lc  of  my  essay. 

An  undoubted  Taoist  amulet  which  I  neglected  to  mention  but  which  illustrates  an  ex¬ 
tremely  important  function  of  these  coins,  is  that  used  to  drive  away  the  effects  of  the  Black 
Magic  known  as  Ku  5.  One  in  my  own  collection,  43.0  mm.  in  diameter,  has,  on  the  obverse, 
the  inscription  C/z’ it  hsieh  p’i  ya  3  (Driving  away  evil  influences  and  putting  sorrow  to  flight)! 
This  is  decidedly  rare,  for  the  much  more  commonly  found  obverse  has  CKu  hsieh  chiangfu  4 
(Driving  away  evil  influences;  bringing  down  happiness).  One  might  compare  Nos. *1683, 
1684  and  1685  of  the  Glover  collection.  All  coin  amulets  of  this  class,  have  however,  on  their 
reverse,  figures  of  some  or  all  of  the  following  animals: — tiger,  snake,  spider,  centipede, 
scorpion  and  toad:  all  of  these,  with  the  exception  of  the  first,  were  well  known  ingredients  in 
the  Black  Magic  known  as  Ku  5,  although  a  striped  cat  and  dried  centipedes  were  also  antidotes 
for  Ku  poison.  On  such  coin-amulets  the  role  of  the  tiger  is  ambiguous  for,  although  it  might 
act  as  a  guardian  spirit  or  as  an  antidote  to  the  poisons  of  the  other  creatures,  yet  it  may  also 
represent  an  animal  which  preys  upon  human  beings  because  it  is  itself,  possessed  by  a  cKang  6. 
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This  was  the  name  given  to  the  spirit  of  a  person  who  had  been  devoured  by  a  tiger  and  who 
forever  urges  the  animal  to  murder  others  so  that  the  first  victim,  having  found  a  substitute, 
may  be  reborn  into  the  world.  The  whole  subject  of  Ku  is  extremely  intricate  and  the  serious 
student  should  consult  the  monograph  by  Feng  and  Shryock.2  The  practice  of  this  kind  of 
Black  Magic  was  largely  concentrated  in  the  S.W.  provinces  of  China  and  no  doubt  these  coin¬ 
amulets  originally  chiefly  circulated  there. 

In  the  more  recent  past,  in  all  Chinese  communities,  these  amuletic  coin-charms  served 
the  purpose  of  protecting  children  against  colic  and  were  usually  worn,  in  south  China  at 
least,  on  one  of  the  first  fine  days  of  the  Fifth  Month  when  the  disease  was  especially  prevalent. 
(fide  V.  R.  Burkhardt,  l.c.).  According  to  the  same  author  images  of  the  five  animals  were 
worshipped  by  families  that  only  had  one  son.  Whether  this  was  to  give  added  protection  to  the 
sole  heir  or  to  remove  a  presumed  evil  influence  preventing  the  arrival  of  a  younger  son,  is  not 
clear.  It  is,  anyhow,  most  likely  that  these  uses  were  later  and  secondary.  In  this  connection 
perhaps  it  is  worth  noting  that  a  rather  rare  amuletic  coin  shows  Chang  T’ien  Shih  (the 
Heavenly  Master)  holding  his  magic  sword  and  riding  a  tiger.  It  was  with  this  sword  that  he 
conquered  these  five  animals  and  embodied  their  poison  in  his  elixir  of  life. 

Another  secondary  use  to  which  some  of  these  coin  charms  are  put  is  in  connection  with 
fortune-telling.  One  kind  of  native  fortune-teller  provides  himself  with  an  equipment  which, 
besides  a  magic  coin-sword,  a  tortoiseshell  and  a  geomancer’s  compass  includes  three  old  coin 
medallions.  Most  essential  for  this  purpose  are  ones  showing,  on  the  obverse,  a  cock  and  another 
with  the  star-cluster  of  Ursa  Major.  These  seem  to  be  universally  used ;  the  third  is  apparently 
not  so  standard.  One  very  commonly  favoured  is  that  with  the  seal  character  inscription, 
“Ch’ang  ping  wu  chen”  (the  five  seasons  of  Ch’ang  ping  constant  and  equable).  This  coin  is 
said  to  have  been  first  cast  in  the  year  553  a.d. 

There  are,  of  course,  other  less  important  functions  performed  by  these  amulets:  for 
example,  a  rare  type  with  designs  of  “pin  men”  on  the  obverse,  was  undoubtedly  a  charm 
against  storms  and  I  have  suspected  on  several  grounds  that  that  particular  type  may  have 
originated  in  the  Chinese  Moslem  communities.  Obviously  all  these  minor  varieties  and  pur¬ 
poses  could  only  be  treated  of  in  an  exhaustive  monograph  on  the  Chinese  Ya  Sheng. 

Since  writing  my  essay,  further  reflection  has  suggested  that  another  category 
(2C)  should  have  been  instituted  for  the  “coins”  used  for  making  token  offerings  at  temples, 
accompanied  by  appropriate  prayers.  Such  a  practice,  according  to  the  Chi  Chin  7  was  insti¬ 
tuted  in  Han  times,  soon  after  the  introduction  of  Buddhism  into  China,  but  how  long  the 
custom  was  maintained  appears  to  be  unrecorded.  The  coin  of  this  kind  most  commonly 
found  today  is  undoubtedly  a  Taoist  one,  that  sect  having  possibly  borrowed  the  usage  from 
the  Buddhists.  On  the  obverse  is  the  inscription  Lei  Ling  hao  ling  8  (Like  Thunder  are  the  words 
of  Command)  accompanied  by  two  lots  of  Chinese  spell  writing.  The  reverses  are  of  more  than 
one  kind  but  all  seem  to  have  to  do  with  long  life  or  worldy  success.  Possibly  this  custom  of 
presenting  such  coins  at  a  temple  was  obsolete  before  the  Ming  dynasty  began  and  all  those 
known  to  me  are  decidedly  Taoist.  These  later  specimens  possibly  never  served  the  original 
function  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  any  earlier  coin-amulets  of  this  type  exist. 
There  are  probably  other  long  obsolete  functions  served  by  certain  Ya  Sheng  issues  but  only 
a  most  prolonged  search  of  a  potentially  and  incredibly  vast  native  literature  is  likely  to  reveal 
them. 

The  matter  of  obsolete  coin  charms  raises,  it  seems  to  me,  another  problem.  It  is  this: 
were  there  ever  any  Chinese  Jewish  amulets?  The  existence  of  Chinese  Christian  amulets 
being  now  substantiated,  it  maybe  that  we  should  consider  making  a  hypothetical  category, 
“2Ae”  for  Jewish  ones.  Jews  seem  to  have  come  to  China  in  Han  times  when  escaping  from  the 
terrible  Babylonian  persecutions.  Eventually  there  were  colonies  at  many  places  including 
Ningpo,  Hangchow  and  K’ai-feng  fu  in  Honan.  All  eventually  died  out  but,  exactly  a  century 
ago,  there  were  still  some  three  to  four  hundred  Chinese  Jews  at  the  last  place,  although  they 
had  all  but  merged  with  the  surrounding  peoples  and  had  almost  lost  any  distinctive  Jewish 
culture.  As  Jews  have  made  use  of  metal  amulets  since  the  Middle  Ages,  these  having  recently 
been  elaborately  monographed  by  T.  Schrire,3  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  they  may  have 
possessed  such  things  in  China.  Certainly  many  Chinese  Jews  were  connected  with  the  mari¬ 
time  trade  from  the  Persian  Gulf  countries  and  “Shiviti”  amulets  were  common  there.  As 
these  coin  amulets  were  common  with  their  Chinese  neighbours  with  whom  they  eventually 
merged,  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  they  produced  none  of  their  own;  although  how  far 
the  Hebrew  movement  of  Hasidism,  which  sponsored  most  of  the  Jewish  amulets,  spread 
among  the  Chinese  communities,  does  not  seem  to  be  known.  It  may  well  be  that  the  amulets 
of  the  Chinese  Jews,  if  they  existed,  were  of  a  very  different  form  from  those  used  by  Jewry 
elsewhere,  living  as  they  did  apart  from  the  cultural  mainstream.  An  interesting  and  rather 
mysterious  coin-amulet,  round  with  a  loop  at  the  top,  and  with  what  might  be  debased  Hebrew 
characters  on  the  reverse  and  cabbalistic  signs  on  the  obverse,  is  figured  by  the  Baron  de 
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Chaudoir  on  Plate  LVIII,  No.  28  of  his  monograph  (l.c.)  and  could  possibly  be  from  a  Chinese 
Jewish  source.  A  detailed  study  of  the  various  types  of  Chinese  Ya  Sheng  coinage  may  yet 
throw  an  important  light  on  this  and  we  must  await  a  fortunate  chance  discovery  of  types 
obviously  allied  to  the  Persian  Hebrew  ones.

HAND,  G.  J.  English  Law  in  Ireland,  1290-1324.  Cambridge,  1967.  xi  +  280  pp.  £ 3  15s. 

The  serious  student  of  Anglo-Irish  coins  should  not  allow  himself  to  be  put  off  either  by 
the  title  or  by  the  subject  of  this  book.  It  is  beyond  all  doubt  one  of  the  most  important  works 
on  mediaeval  Irish  history  to  have  appeared  for  many  a  long  year,  and  in  practice  it  covers  a 
much  longer  period  of  years  than  the  title  might  suggest.  In  addition  it  is  unusually  well- 
written,  lucid  and  by  no  means  demanding  from  the  reader  an  unduly  specialist  knowledge  of 
law  or  history.  Even  for  so  narrow  a  specialist  as  the  numismatist  there  are  good  things.  Pace 
Sir  George  Hill,  for  example,  it  is  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  English  law  of  treasure  trove 
was  being  imposed  on  Ireland  nearly  three  centuries  before  the  advent  of  Povnings — it 
constituted  one  of  the  reserved  pleas  of  the  crown  at  least  as  early  as  1208.  One  feels,  then, 
that  the  author  will  not  be  the  least  bit  surprised  when  in  the  near  future  the  reviewer  publishes 
a  parallel  note  in  which  it  will  be  further  suggested  that  within  a  few  years  of  1208  John  was 
exercizing  his  regalian  right  with  characteristic  rapacity  and  nastiness.  Another  section  of 
Mr.  Hand’s  book  which  will  interest  the  numismatist  is  his  account  of  the  chequered 
fortunes  of  the  liberty  of  Meath  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  fourteenth  century,  it  being  quite 
fascinating  to  see  how  the  immediate  occasion  of  one  noble  family’s  mishaps  was  a  piece  of 
English  legislation  proscribing  the  lussehebournes. 

Mr.  Hand  writes  with  added  authority  because  he  is  master  of  both  his  Gaelic  and  his 
Anglo-Irish  sources.  Unlike  too  many  of  his  colleagues  who  have  concerned  themselves  with 
Irish  law,  he  is  well  aware  that  there  are  in  Europe  educated  people  interested  in  Ireland  who 
are  not  at  home  in  Middle  Irish.  Symptomatic  of  his  enlightened  approach  to  so  worthwhile 
an  audience  is  the  inclusion  of  a  map  which  gives  the  position  of  the  places  mentioned  in  the 
text.  One  can  only  congratulate  University  College,  Dublin,  on  its  good  fortune  in  regaining 
the  services  of  so  distinguished  a  scholar,  and  commend  to  the  English  reader  a  book  which  is 
still  eminently  readable  though  representing  a  major  milestone  in  the  progress  of  Irish  legal 
studies. — M.D. 

NELSON,  L.  H.  The  Normans  in  South  Wales,  1070-1171.  Texas,  1966.  x  +  217  pp.  £2  3s. 

This  is  frankly  a  disappointing  book.  The  American  author’s  enthusiasm  is  irritating 
rather  than  infectious,  and  mannerisms  abound.  It  may  be  thought  that  a  conceit  such  as 
“Dansk  axemen”  [passim]  is  particularly  unfortunate  for  its  unawareness  of  the  critical  fact 
that  the  gentlemen  in  question  were  Norse.  What  seems  at  first  sight  very  useful  is  the  biblio¬ 
graphy,  but  it  is  worth  pondering  that  it  cites  no  book  published  more  recently  than  1961 — 
one  English  master’s  which  for  good  measure  is  included  twice — and,  with  one  exception,  no 
article  dated  after  1958.  It  cannot  be  said  that  Dr.  Nelson  totally  ignores  the  numismatic 
evidence.  Tucked  away  in  the  bibliography  is  the  version  of  the  great  Carylon-Britton  paper 
which  appeared  in  the  1905-1906  Transactions  of  the  Honourable  Society  of  Cymmrodorion. 
It  can  be  claimed,  though,  that  this  is  worse  than  total  ignorance.  On  any  telling  the  Cardiff 
and  Pembroke  mints  began  striking  within  the  century  covered  by  this  book,  and  Dr.  Nelson, 
a  pupil  of  the  erratic  A.  R.  Lewis  who  at  least  recognized  the  existence  of  numismatic  evidence, 
totally  ignores  both  the  coins  and  the  mints  in  his  text.  One  had  hoped,  too,  for  some  comment 
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from  a  historian  on  the  old  problem  of  “Devitun”.  This  said,  The  Normans  in  South  Wales 
is  a  book  which  the  Norman  numismatist  should  read  and  ponder.  Why  is  it  that  historians  as 
a  class  remain  so  unimpressed  by  our  chosen  discipline  ?  Could  it  be  perhaps  that  they  are  only 
too  aware  that  the  Carlyton-Brittons  and  the  Andrews  are  still  with  us  ? — M.D. 

RYNEARSON,  Paul  F.  Byzantine  Coin  Values.  San  Diego,  1967.  103  pages,  numerous 
line-block  illustrations  in  text,  1  map.  Price  25/ — hi/—  postage,  etc. 

This  book  is  primarily  intended  to  be  an  approximate  guide  to  the  current  market  values 
of  Byzantine  coins.  Wisely,  Mr.  Rynearson  gives  a  wide  range  of  values  for  each  degree  of 
rarity,  and  he  gives  separate  tables  for  gold,  silver  and  bronze. 

The  illustrations  in  the  text  are  taken  from  Sabatier’s  “Description  Generale  Des  Monnaies 
Byzantines”  and  are  of  very  good  quality.  The  general  appearance  of  the  whole  work  is  also 
much  enhanced  by  the  fact  that  it  is  printed  on  art-paper  throughout. 

No  historical  background  information  is  included  in  this  work,  but  there  are  tables  of  mints 
and  mint-marks,  explanations  of  technical  terms,  and  approximate  translations  of  Latin  and 
Greek  inscriptions. 

To  a  beginner  in  this  series,  this  book  is  likely  to  prove  of  great  interest,  and  will  probably 
stimulate  many  to  further  their  knowledge  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  and  its  coinage. — D.R.S.

1315  (1898),  listed  as  No.  3  by  Yeoman. 

This  example  differs  from  the  normal,  however,  in  that  it  has  countermarks  punched  into 
eacii  SKle.  On  the  obverse  within  the  wreath  and  over  the  three-line  Arabic  inscription  are 
punched  three  Roman  letters:  p  q  u  and  on  the  reverse:  12  m  is  punched  into  the  Arabic  date 
just  above  the  English  denomination.  Each  letter  and  numeral  appears  to  have  been  stamped 
separately,  not  as  a  unit.

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British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  January  23rd, 
Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt  and  Mr.  Elmore  Jones  read  a  paper 
entitled:  “A  parcel  of  Norman  coins  in  Moscow  and 
remarks  on  other  hoards  of  the  time  of  Stephen”. 

Mr.  Blunt  opened  by  describing  how  he  had  examined 
the  coins  in  the  MuSeum  of  Fine  Art  in  Moscow.  He 
had  high  praise  for  the  courtesy  with  which  he  had  been 
treated  by  the  museum  staff.  The  speaker  also  mentioned 
the  number  of  Saxon  and  Norman  coins  in  the  museum 
apart  from  this  parcel,  elsewhere  in  Moscow,  and  in  the 
Hermitage  Museum  in  Leningrad. 

Mr.  Elmore  Jones  commenced  by  stating  that  the 
coins  would  be  published  in  the  1967  British  Numis¬ 
matic  Journal.  The  composition  of  the  parcel  covered 
the  period  1087-1158.  Up  to  now,  no  hoard  had  inter¬ 
mingled  coins  of  William  II  with  those  of  Stephen. 
The  date  of  deposit  of  hoard  was  about  1153-54,  if 
indeed  the  parcel  comprised  one  hoard.  Mr.  Jones  then 
described  the  coins  in  detail.  Those  of  Stephen  included 
2  new  mints  for  the  reign,  Bath,  and  another  mint  that 
was  either  Stamford  or  Stafford.  In  the  speaker’s 
opinion,  the  most  interesting  coin  in  the  parcel  was  a 
mule  of  Stephen  types  6  and  7,  moneyer  Rodbert,  of  the 
Hastings  mint.  Mr.  Jones  concluded  by  saying  that  it 
was  remarkable  that  so  small  a  parcel  of  coins  contained 
so  many  rarities  and  unpublished  coins.  His  work 
showed  him  how  much  remained  to  be  done  on  the 
reign  of  Stephen. 

Mr.  Blunt  then  made  some  remarks  about  six  hoards 
containing  coins  of  the  time  of  Stephen.  These  were 
Ashby  de  la  Zouch,  1788;  Dartford,  1851;  Latton  near 
Cricklade,  1860  or  1882  ^London  Bridge,  1850;  Winters- 
low,  South  Wiltshire;  and  a  hoard  mentioned  by  Sir 
Thomas  Browne  in  1660,  probably  found  in  Norfolk. 

There  followed  a  discussion,  during  which  speakers 
paid  particular  attention  to  Mr.  Elmore  Jones’s  attribu¬ 
tion  of  the  Mint  Bran  ....  of  the  reign  of  Stephen 
to  Bramber  in  Sussex.

The  talk  on  the  evening 
of  January  9th  was  devoted  to  the  production  of  Electro¬ 
types,  and  was  ably  and  humorously  treated  by  the 
Keeper  of  Taunton  Museum. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Sansome  explained  that  virtually  anything 
can  be  reproduced  by  this  process,  providing  one  has 
the  requisite  facilities. 

Security  arrangements,  plus  the  high  cost  of  original 
material,  precludes  the  display  of  most  material.  It  is 
also  desirable  in  the  case  of  coins  and  medals  to  display 
both  obverse  and  reverse  simultaneously.  The  process 
described  involves  making  a  faithful  reproduction  in  a 
plastic  material  of  the  original  object;  both  sides  being 
incorporated  in  a  single  mould.  After  removal  of  the 
object,  the  surface  is  coated  with  plumbago  and  burn¬ 
ished.  An  electrical  contact  is  made  and  the  mould  then 
acts  as  one  of  the  electrodes  to  be  inserted  in  a  tank.  The 
solution  used,  and  the  other  metal  electrode  depend  on 
the  final  finish  required,  i.e.  gold,  silver  or  copper. 
The  action  of  passing  electrical  current  through  the  tank 
via  the  electrodes  causes  the  transfer  of  the  metal  in 
question — the  process  at  this  stage  being  the  same  as 
electro-plating. 

The  materials  used  in  certain  processes,  however,  can 
be  lethal  and  thus  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  amateur. 
The  excellent  reproductions  on  display  spoke  highly  of 
the  work  performed  by  the  Museum  staff.  It  will  enable 
the  general  public  to  see  material  which  would  otherwise 
be  impossible  to  show.
